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OPERATORS PROPOSE THAT THE 

PRESIDENT APPOINT COMMISSION. 

Will Refer All Questions at Issue Between Com- 
panies and Their Employes. 



FINDING OF COMMISSION 
TO SETTLE FORTHREE YEARS. 

Proposition Generally Regarded 
as Eminently Fair. Mitchell 
Speechless. 



Washington-, Oct. 13— By author- 
ity of Mr. J. Plerpont Morgan, who 
with his partner, Mr. Robert Bacon, 
and Secretary Root, was in confer- 
ence with President Roosevelt at the 
temporary White house tonight for 
an hour and a half, a statement was 
given out by Secretary Cortelyou, in 
which the presidents of the coal-car- 
rying railroads and mine operators 
propose a commission of five persons 
to adjust the differences and settle 
the coal strike in the anthracite coal 
fields of Pennsylvania. The propo- 
sition is believed by the administra- 
tion to be satisfactory to the miners, 
as it covers the proposition made by 
President Mitchell, of the United 
Mine Workers' union, with addition- 
al conditions, which it is believed 
the miners will accept. The state- 
ment is as follows: 

"Mr. Morgan came to Washington 
with his partner, Mr. Bacon, at the 
request of the coal companies, who 
desired that as a matter of courtesy 
their statement should be ohown to 
the president before it was made 
public. Having been laid before the 
president by Mr. Morgan, it is now 
given to the press: 

" 'To the public : The manager* of 
the different coal properties compri- 
sing the anthracite coal fields wish 
their position in the present strike 
to be understood, aud, therefore, 
make the following statement of 
facts: 

" 'There are in the anthracite re- 
gions about seventy-five operating 
companies and firms, 147,000 miners 
and workmen (of which 90,000 are 
under age), comprising some twenty 
nationalities and dialects. 

" 'Of these workmen possibly one- 
half belong to the United Mine 
Workers's union, of which Mr. John 
Mitchell is president. That organi- 
zation was originally formed In the 
bituminous coal region, and three- 
fourths if its members are miners of 
bituminous coal, and bituminous 
coal Is sold in aotive competition 
with anthracite coal. The remaining 
workman in the anthracite field 
either belong to no union whatever, 
or do not belong to the Mine Work- 
ers' union. 

" 'The present strike was declared 
by the mineworkers' union ou the 
lOthdavof May, 1902. Since that 
time many workmen not belonging 
to or not willing follow that organi- 
zation were working about the 
mines. From 7,000 to 10,000 are now 
at work. Many more have wished 
to work, but have been prevented by 
a course of violence and intimida- 
tion toward those working and tow- 
ard their families, accompanied by 
the destruction of properties and 
fear of death or bodily harm to every 
man who wishes to exercise his 
right to work. 

" 'A schedule is annexed hereto 
showing ■•me of the things done 
create this reign if terror, and every 
instance stated can be verified by 
reference to officers of the law — elvil 
and military— la the anthracite re. 
glen. This violeuco has continued, 
and steadily Increased, notwith- 
standing repeated disavowals by Mr, 
Mitchell, and it Is clear that he 
either oanuot or will not prevent It, 
and that the rights of the other 
workmen cannot be protected under 
the supremacy of the Mine Workers 
union. 

" 'The coal companies believe that 
the wages paid in the coal regions 
are fair and full, aud all that 
business in its normal coudltiou has 
been able to stand, if the capital in- 
vested Is to have any reasonable re- 
turn. The profits have been small, 
several of the companies have be- 
come bankrupt and been reorganiz- 
ed several times. Several have 
never paid dividends, and the divi- 
dends of the others have been a 
small return for the capital Invested. 
It Is not, however, the purpose of 
this statement to distuss this ques- 
tion. The undersigned are not, and 
never have been unwilling to sub- 



mit all questions between them and 
their workmen to any fair tribunal 
for decision. They are not willing 
to enter into arbitration with the 
Mineworkers' union, an organization 
chiefly composed of men in a rivnl 
and competitive interest, and they 
i not willing to make any arrange- 
nt which will not secure to 
n now working, and all now 
hereafter wishing to work, whether 
they belong to the Mineworkers' 
union or not, the right and opportu- 
nity to work in safety and without 
personal insult or bodily harm to 
nselves or their families. For 
these reasons the arbitrations here- 
tofore proposed have been declined. 

it will be remembered that at 
the conference in Washington, Oc- 
tober 8, we made the following offer: 
That we would take up at each col- 
liery any alleged grievances, and in 
the event of a failure to make satis- 
factory adjustment, the questions at 
issue to be submitted to the final 
decision of the judges of the court of 
common pleas of the district in 
which the colliery is located. This 
offer was made by us in good faith, 
and we desire here to re-affirm it. 
The coal companies realize that 
urgent public need of coal and 
the apprehension of an inadequate 
supply for the approaching winter, 
call for an earnest effort to reach a 
practical conclusion which will re- 
sult in an increased supply, and the 
presidents of the companies desire 
to make every effort to that end 
which does not involve the abandon- 
ment of the interests committed to 
their care and of the men who are 
working and seeking to work in 
their mi ii< s. This responsibility they 
must bear and meet as best they 

They, therefore, restate their po- 
sition : That they are not discrimin- 
ating against the United Mine Werk- 

but they insist that the mid 
union shall not discriminate against 
or refuse to work with non-union

" 'The commission to be constitut- 
ed as follows:

"Second— An expert mining engi- 
neer, experienced in the mining of 
coal and other minerals, and not ii 
any way connected with eoal mining 
properties, either anthracite or bitu- 
minous. 

"Third— One of the judges of the 
United States courts of the eaetern 
district of Pennsylvania. 

" 'Fourth— A man of prominence, 
eminent as a sociologist. 

" 'Fifth— A man who, by active 
participation in mining and selling 
coal, In familiar with the physical 
and commercial feaiaren of the bail- 
nets. It being the understanding 



of such commission in order 
that idleness and nen-prsduction 
may tease instantly, the miners will 
return to work and cease all Inter- 
ference with or persecution of any 
nonunion men who are working or 
who shall hereafter work. The find- 
ing of this commission shall tlx the 
date when the same shall be effect- 
ive, and shall govern the conditions 
of employment between the respec- 
tive companies and their employes 
for a term of at least three years.

Af- 
ter terrorizing several families 
Nelson was arrested and taken to 
the Hopkinsville jail to escape 
a mob of several hundred negroes 
who threatened to Lynch him. 

At Maysville George Benz, a 
shoemaker, aged thirty, shot and 
killed Bob Owsley, aged twenty- 
three, the proprietor of a hotel 
and saloon. Both were married. 
Benz was shot twice, but was not 
seriously wounded. Beaz came 
to Maysville and surrendered to 
the sheriff. Owsley lived three 
hoars. The men sjuarreled over 
a drink. Owsley came from Mt. 
Caroiel a few years ago. 

Walter Brawn, a liveryman, 
and Ed Summer, a policeman, of 
Cadiz, had a street fight in which 
Brown was shot to death and 
Summer sustained a broken arm 
and a bullet wound in the leg.

To refer it to the strikers would re- 
quire at least two week's time. 

A greai many strikers think the 
proposition should have been accep- 
ted and tlio miners trust President 
Roosevelt to do the best he can un- 
der the conditions laid clown by the 
coal road presidents. An argument 
was made by one miner today that 
Mr. Mitchell could not well afford 
to turn down the proposition after 
already offering to permit the Presi- 
dent to select the members of the 
commission. He thought the Pres- 
ident would appreciate the trust put 
in him and see that the miners had 
fair play. Others in the same class 
thought that much harm could be 
done by accepting the proposit 
but that in the end much good will 
result. 

There is still a third view held by 
miners and that is to refuse to ac- 
cept the plan offered and make a 
counter proposition embodying some 
of the suggestions contained in the 
operators' offer. 



WHAT THE STRIKE IS ABOUT, 

The Conditions Prevailing Before It Started and Demands Now 
Made by the Strikers. 



(New York Tribune.; 

The Miner's Work.-He drill- 
ed the hole in the coal seam, in- 
serted the powder, fired the blast 
which knocks down the coal, then 
rested while his helper— the la- 
borer hired by him, not by the 
mine operator — loaded the coal 
into the car. 

The Miner's Hours. — In four 
to six hours he easily knocked 
down all the coal his helper could 
pick up in eight hours- He could 
keep two laborers going constant- 
ly if he liked, but the union 
frowns on this. 

The Miner's Pay. — He was paid, 
by the car, averaging about $1 a 
car. The usual day's work was 
six cars. Out of the $6 a day, 
gross earnings, he paid his help- 
er $2, and also paid for his pow- 
der, fuses, wicks, etc. His net 
profits ranged from $60 to $100, 
and he could make twice as much 
by keeping two laborers busy 
stead of one. 

The Laborer's Lot.— He did the 
hard work of lifting the coal aud 
loading it into the cars. He was 
the employe of the miner, not of 
the mine operator or owner. lie 
got only $2 to tho miner's $4. He 
had to work two years in the

mines as a laborer and pass an 
examination before he could get 
a miner's licenee. He was pre- 
paring to make a demand upon 
the miner for a more equitable 
share of the profits, when the 
miners precipitated this strike. 

Engineer's Pay.— He got from 
$60 to $80 a month for long hours 
but light work. 

Breaker Boy's Work.— He 
picked out the impurities from 
the coal when it was broken up, 
aud got 75 cents a day. 
The Striker's Demands.— An 
crease of 20 percent to miners 
paid by the car-load or ton. 
reduction of 20 percent in the 
time of men paid by the day, 
as engineers, pumpmen, 
breaker boys, etc., meaning an 
ight hour workday. That 2,24(1 
pounds shall constitute the ton 
on which the miner's pay is bas- 
ed, instead of 2,750 pounds, as in 
the past. 

All those demands are for the 
benefit of the employes of the 
mine operators. 

Nothing at all has been said 
about increasing the wages or 
shortening the hours of the min- 
ers' employes, the mine laborers, 
who received only $2 out of the 
miner's $6.

Dies at His Home at St. Charles, 
After a Four Months' 
Illness. 

FOR NEARLY THIRTY YEARS 

WITH ST. BERNARD COMPANY. 

Superintendent at St. Cherlcj for Sixteen 
Yean.— Man With Many Friends. 

Barton Crutchfleld died Tuesday 
afternoon, October 14th. 1902, at his 
homo in St. Charles, aged 04 years. 
He was born in Virginia July 18th. 
1848, and came to Tood county, Ken- 
tucky, with his older brothers In the 
summer of I860. Barton was the 
youngest child and Charles Crutch- 
field, some years his senior, a prom- 
inent planter of Trenton, is the only 
survivor. The old Crutchfleld 
homestead was in Spotsylvania 
county, near Fredericksburg, Va., 
and was burned during the war. 

Mr. Crutchfleld came to Earling- 
ton about 1873, and entered the offi- 
ces of the St. Bernard Coal Com- 
pany, and the connection then made 
witli thnt company has been contin- 
uous until his death.

Secretary of the Navy Moody, 
in a speech at Madison, Wis., the 
other day, is quoted as saying 
that the duty of 07 cents a ton 
on coal was "smuggled into thje 
tariff act In a sneaking und cow- 
ardly manner" and ought to be 
repealed at the short session of 
congress. He declared the pres- 
ident -t'ouM not seize f Tie anthra 
cite lands by the exercise of em- 
inent domain, "and if lie could," 
added Moody, -'I should for one 
resist the latter action to the ut- 
most, for I have seen far too 
much extravagance of govern- 
ment ownership to want more 
of it." 

Congressman Vincent Boering, 
president of the Cumberland 
Valley Land Co., of Standford, 
Ky., has sold 7.U50 acres of coal 
lands of his company, situated 
in Harlan county, to the Deering 
Harvester Company, of Chicago. 
The price paid was $100,000. It 
is said that the Deering people 
will erect several plants on the 
property and, in future, make 
their coke for fuel purposes. 

Gov. McMillan, of Tennessee, 
is president of the Capital Coal 
& Iron Company, which is said 
to haye bought 20,000 acres of 
coal and iron lands on the N. C. 
it St. L. Railway, between 
Bridgeport, Ala., and Pikeville, 
Tenu. Major Harris, of Nash 
ville, who has just floated $(«I0,- 
000 bonds in New York, says the 
company will develop the coal 
immediately and put in from 
200 to 800 coke ovens. This 
property is in the Sequachie Val- 
ley, inwhich valley, near I'ike 
ville,are located the Atpontley 
Coal Co.'s mmr-, now in opera- 
tion, which are largely owned 
here, with the home office of the 
companv located in this place. 

It is reported that a deal is on 
by which Chicago capitalists 
may get possession of coal lands 
at Uniontown, for the purpose of 
further exploration and develop 
ment. 

At Lancaster, Ky., artesian 
well diggers have drilled through 
700 feet of blue limestone and 
are now in soft soapstone at a 
a depth of over 800 feet. 

The geological center of Ken- 
tacky has been located by the 
United States geolgical survey- 
ors near Shawnee Run church in 
Mercer county. 

A cat, scared by a small boy 
while walking a timber across 
the opening of a 200-foot shaft 
at Sturgis, fell to the bottom of 
the shaft and killed itself against 
the head of a workman. The 
workman was stunned. 

The propositions submitted 
early in the conference with the 
civic federation by Mr. E. B. 
Thomas, chairman of the board 
f directors of the Erie railroad, 
are stated below. The anthra- 
cite operators are said to have 
adhered to these propositions 
ever since. They are : The an- 
thracite companies do not under- 
take in the slightest manner to 
discriminate against members of 
the United Mine Workers of 
America, but they do insist that 
members of that organization 
shall not discriminate against 
nor decline to work with non- 
union members of such associa- 
tion. 

Second— That there shall be 
no deterioration in the quitnity 
or quality of the work, and that 
there shall be no effort to re- 
strict the individual exertions 
of men who, while working by 
the ton or car, may for rMMOM 
satisfactory to themselves and 
employers, produce such a 
quauity of work as they may de- 
re. 

Third— By reason of the (lif- 
erent conditions, varying not 
only with the districts, but with 
the miners themselves, thus ren- 
dering absolutely impossible any 
thing approaching uniform con- 
dition, each mine mast arrange 



either individually or through 
its committees, with the super- 
intendents or managers any 
question affecting wages oi 
grievances. 

Louisville has an aimiulnnt 
supply of coal on hand, tho re- 
cent advance having been made 
in spite of the fact that there 
more "river" coal by 9,000,000 
bushels in harbor now than there 
was at a corresponding time last 
year. This supply is being added 
to daily at the rate of nearly 40,- 
000 bushels from the Kentucky 
mines. 

Tho Marion Mineral Company, 
opening a new mine on the Flan* 
ary dike, near the Holly mines, 
bids fair to be one of the great- 
est producing mines in that dis- 
trict. The carbonate zinc raised 
up to the present time will show 
a higher percentage of zinc than 
from any other section of the dis- 
trict. The ore is "hearly all of 
that high grade of crystalizati.m 
that assays show runs up In the 
vicinity of 48 to 50 percent. 
Horse power is used to raise the 
ore from the 40 foot, drift, two 
buckets being used. 

The breast of the ore 2f> feet 
from the shaft shows a width of 
114 feet, the lump carbonate be- 
ing disseminated through the 
zinc dirt. But one wall has so 
fur been determined. The great 
extent of. t lie vein's width is as 
yet unknown, but 11 feet is an 
extra good vein- AVater will be 
obtained at a further depth of 
some 25 feet and will be used in 
washing what is known as the 
"waste dirt." 

Will Crigg, an employe of No. 
11 mine, met with a serious ac- 
cident on last Monday by being 
thrown from one of the cars and 
having his right thigh broken 
near the hip.

Coal and the Tariff. 

Mr. Henry Hale, of Jersey 
City, writes to ask us how it is, 
if there is no duty on anthracite 
coal that Welsh coal imported 
into this country recently paid 
tariff duty. If it paid 
duty it was because it fell bel 
the standard (percentage of ci 
bon) which marks the difTerer 
between our so-called hard co 
non-dutiable, and soft coal, du- 
tiable. In anthracite coal th 
carbon is usually about 95 per 
cent. There is no tariff on coal 
with the percentage (92) of car- 
bon, which makes anthracite 
coal, as opposed to that coal of 
lower percentage, known as hi 
tuminous or soft coal. Of course, 
if an importer brings in coal be- 
low the anthracite percentage, 
that is, if he brings in soft coal, 
he pays a duty, tor there is a 
tariff on such soft coal. If he 
brings in coal on the anthracite 
percentage lie pays no duty, for 
there is no tariff on such coal.— 
New York Press.
